The Graving Dock. 

Amongst the fii-st fruits of Confed- 
eration •was reckoned the Graving 
Dock. But fifteen months b:n c imf 
sufficed for our Cahinet of yoi s lu 
l)ut the "pip" in the ground; coii.se- 
quontly it is to ho feared that the time 
of fruit-gntberiiipf is stilla long way ofi'. 
It is true that tlio make-shift Chief 
CommisHioncr lost no tiino in rusluii;^'- 
into i^riiit "witli an tulvortisonieut licad- 
eil "Tenders "Wanted;" hut we ro- 
Bpcetfully ^Kuhniit that a more ajipro- 
priato hondin;^' woidd have been "In- 
formation "Wanted. " (An iuipertinanl 
follow at our clhow sutfi^csts that it 
bhoiild have been "Eraiiis AVautcd"); 
for, instead of iinpartinrr that informa- 
tion essential to tciidrriny, tlie ten- 
derer was asked to sujjply it! Nay, 
tho paiiy tonderiai^' was even rO([iii!-od 
to find a fiite!! Nobody now belicv(>s 
that to have been a bona tide attoinjit 
on the part of tho Government to])usli 
forward that important work. It af- 
forded tho transient Conunissionor an 
opportunity of iij^nrincf in the "<la;^- 
zette," — socnrinj,'' the shadow 'ore tlio 
Bubstanco llnd; luit beyond tliat, and 
costing a few bnndred t'ollars inadvc-- 
tising, it served no practical purpose. 
Ah! yes, it did. It residted in a los.s 
of many months of valuable time! 
Parliament met; and tho sbaui dock 
was laid before it witb as inueh ;.:;ravity 
and circuiubttinco as if ine-nbers wore 
really expec'tei.1 to believe in its bou i 
tides. Care was, howe.-er, taken that 
this make-believe tran&action should 
not come before the House till witbin 
a few days of the close of the session. 
On the (itii April it was resolved nem. 
eon., "That in the opinion of tliis 
H ouse, in order to facihtato llio con- 
struction of a Dry Dock at Estpiiaialt, 
the Government should take the earli- 
est opportunity to select a site, and 
make tho necessary borin';-). and settle 
the dimensions, prepan.> tlie nrrcssarv 
plans and H2)ocilieations, and nihcrtise 
for teaders for tho ('Ofistruetion of said 
Dock, giving the fullest inrormation 
possible on the subject." Let us see 
how far the si)irit of this i-esolntion 
has been" carried out: An advertise- 
ment made its ajipeai-'auce after a wliile 
in the Goveruniout "(la-'.^.tto," in tbe 
local nowspapers, in some of tlic news- 
papers of Old Canada, and in sonio <if 
those of Old England. A careful com- 
parison will show tho reader that th< 
present advertisement is tdniost a fac 
iiimilo of tbe former one. It is, in 
truth, ehielly remarkable for the ab- 
seueo of preeiHoly tliat iiiforniatii m 
which is a sine qua non to intelli/^cnt 
tendering. It is quite true that tbe 
advertisement statesthat "Furlliorpar- 
tieularsasto site, boi-inffs, kc, may 
be obtained by application" to certain 
ollieials at James' I!ay. "^Vliat tbnt

pcriciHie .lend color of truth to the sus- 
picion '? Happily, liowcvcr, the eoun- 
Iry now possesses a eonstitutioninvest- 
ing tho people with power to suoop 
away all such obstruetivo ban aoles, 
and put in their place a real Peojjle's 
Goveruniout; and, imloss we grcat.y 
misread tlie ourrenbof populorthough i,, 
tho people -will take the very fust op- 
poriimity presented by the constitution 
to exert thatpower. 

The Ballot— Another Tidal. 

Tlii.s popular modo of voting, recently 
adopted liy Groat Britain, was aid)jocted 
to its lirst praetieal test at the hito I'oiito- 
fracl c'liH-tion ; and, as aviis shown iu a for- 
laor urtii'l*', although fallin;,' l)olo\y tho 
ovovlu'atod expectations of its more zeal- 
ous advoi'ates. llio e.'cperiuieat was measur- 
ably satisfactory. Tlio cliiefdilHculty ap- 
peared to 1)0 0110 that would gradually dis- 
api)i>ar as tlio nias.scM became accustomed 
to tlio working of machinery noesaarily 
straii;.!0 and unfamiliar to tliom . It is true 
that a i)uhlioaii vohomciitly denoaucod tlio 
now s_vst(!iu ; but liis lU'oinul of olijeetion, 
Ijoiiii? similar to that of tli<i sir iuo-makors 
of l';j)lii'sus apaiiist I'rail's preaeliiii^-, is 
not Ukely to carry very f^roat weight with 
right-thinking people. Sinco tho I'onte- 
fract test, it has been tried at the move re- 
t'ont elootioii of Preston. This tiiia^ it 
would appear that, tlirMun'h tin"' iii;<i'iiiiily 
of clectidiiecriii); ajjcuts, t h:: veil of sri'i-ccy 
was in a (jroat laeasure drawn asid(>, — one 
party having'-, thronf,'-h'a system of ticket, 
booa enabled to fortel tlio jimjoritj' by 
which their oandiilato would be clei;ted as 
nearly as 70i) is to 718. It is stated by a 
liij,'lily respectablo autlioritv that illiba-- 
ates wore iiivitcil to preliminary meet iii;.;s 
at whii'h hallot-lioxes and other refresli- 
moiits were |)ri)\id(Hl, and the proe(iss of 
votiue was carefully rehearsed ,— that, on 
both sides, the a.Ljeals seeme,! to have re- 
solved to do everythine in tlieir ]M)\ver to 
got rid of sei'recy of eh'i'l ion . ^^llwith- 
atandiiie all this workine up, and notwilh- 
stamlint{ that tlie arraii.n'iMnonts for receiv- 
iuf,' votes were most complete, it is assert- 
ed that a fifth of tho electors did not vote, 
and that, de.spito all the drilling and all 
tho precautions, botweon seventy niul 
eiglity blank votin.c: papers word found 
in tho bo.'io.s. L<iokiim- calmly at die nnit- 
ter in the tight of actual e^Lperiiiient, the 
■■ Manchester ICxamiaor," a Liberal jour- 
nal, concludes that "tho secrecy of tho 
Ballot merely enables tho voter in the last 
resort to vote as he pleases ;but itdooH notaf- 
fonl him ])rotoction againstnioral coercion. 
Uv can still bo compelled by an iinscru- 
j)aloiis <'in])loyor to promise his vote, in 
which case he will eithiu' have to kec]! his 
jironiise at the cost of his convictions, or 
to break it with the intention of profess- 
ing that he had kcjit it." Our coutempor- 
arv fears that ''it is also possible to attempt 
bribery under tho Ballot by the use of in- 
gtmioas contrivaucea to which elcctioneer- 
iuu; agents are (piite equal ; and the l*res- 
ton election is not cpiite free from suspic- 
ion on both scores," It would bo obvi- 
ously iiiihiir, however, to rctarii au iiii- 
favorablo verdict from the limited e.\per- 
ience aflbnled by these two isolated elec- 
tions. Wo feel sanguino that as tho ma':i •• 
es ill b.iiudan.i liecimie ai'cnsti mn 'il to tb.e 
Use ,,f lie- ballot it will be found to work 
Well. In this eoiiutry the eoadilioiis iu- 
imicid to the smooth working of the new 
miiehinery. if presoiitat all, will be inlini- 
tesiiiial, iiiilccd.

The Limatio Asylum> 

Important additions and alterations 
hare been made at the Lunatic Asylum. 
The buildings formerly detached have 
boon joined and a now row of cells built. 
The original cells have boon greatly 
strengthened, and bolts and bars that defy 
the efforts of the violent patients added. 
In tlio general room fornialo patients it was 
astonishing to iiud several who while in 
conlinemont at the gaol w(n-o positively 
dangerous — who spat in the faces of 
those who came to look at them, and 
made night and day hideous with their 
demoniacal cries, — now as quiet and dot-dlo 
as lambs— even playful betimes. The 
Misses Mills manifest no improvement. 
Fearing the mi.\turo of poison with their 
food; tlioy take nothing but tea and bread. 
For four (lays alter their roniovrd they nei- 
ther ato nor drank ; but at the close of the 
fourth day they gave way and partook of 
slight nourishment. A poor woman— a 
timid, trembling, harmless creature, who 
lately entered tlie institution, is alarnied 
for the safid.y of her soul, and her cbstress 
is freipiently pitiful to bfhold. The es- 
tablishment is in a very cleanly state, and 
the inllueiice of Huixu-intendent Sharp and 
Mrs. Boss, the matron, over the patients 
is very great. They aim to rule by kind- 
ness, and have thus far been very sncci\ss- 
ful. There is one thing in connection 
with this establishment which makes i\s 
wish that it had been located in some spot 
remote from the disturbing sounds of 
steamor-whistlos ami signal guns. The 
arrival and departure of steamers never 
fail to throw the patients into a deplor- 
able state of mental excitement and alarm, 
and must lessen their chancers of recovery. 

The Geological Sux-vey. 

;Mr. liicdiardson, Geological Surveyor, 
returned l^st evening from an extended 
tri[i along the East Cloiist of this Island 
and Queen Charlotte Island. He jiro 
nounces Vancouver Island tlu^ "England 
of th(> I'acilui," so far as coal mrasur 
are concerned. A mountain of iron has 
been discovered in Queen CUiarlotte 
Hound. In the trip from Barclay Sound, 
Mr. Kichardson discovered many valuabh 
fos!<ils among hornblende and othc" rocdi 
a circumstance unknown to science be 
fore. At Ilorne Ij.ake there are immeiiso 
dejiosits of limestone, and blocks of marl 
of 150 cubic fe(>t, without a craid;. or bic: 
isJi, were found. The trip to and from 
Barclay Sound was performed in one 
week. Mr. Richardson thinks that in- 
stead of four seams of anthracite coal at 
Queen Charlotte Island there exists hut 
one seam, as to tho value of w hicli ho hf,.s 
not yet expressed an opinion.

Tan boxes of mineral and fossilifer 
ous specimens were brought down by Mr.

askoil for and obtained sim|)ly moderate 
and reasonable terms. It is true they 
stipulated for the construction of tin; (.'u- 
n:4.dian I'acitic Itailway, because they naw 
that Canada must extend to the westward 
and must have a railway- tlirough her ter- 
ritory, as a logical result of the formation 
of the Dciniinion and of the general jioli- 
cy of tho Imperial Ciiivernmeiit. lJul 
this was not n "eoiic(>sHion" to J5ritish 
Columbia; it was merely giviug a busi- 
ness shape and form to the wishes and 

ispirations of the people of thewhole Do 
minion. I know by conver.sation recently 
with Caniidian statesmen of all partii^i, 
that they reeognizi^ the far-sighted loyaltv 
of liritish (.'oluniliia in this matter. The 
fact is diiiibthisa known to your ('orres- 
]ioiideiit, but he hIiouIiI have explained 
more exiilicitlv that the railway {question 
to which lie refers was not about the jiriii- 
riplo of a trans-eo?itineiitiil railway, Imt 
ciincftrned merely the method and manner 
of it.i coiislructiiin. The railway must be 
Imilt whatever iiarty ia in ])owor.
